With re- 
gard to the portion of the floating dobi 
-whiob still existed, he anticipated that 
it would very soon be discharged by 
the receipts from the various souroea 
'•which he bad indicated in JDeoember, 
which could be realized gradually add 
without disturbance to the commercial 
interests of tho country. Some pro- 
gress had boon made in tho negotia- 
tions with tho Groat Western Eailway 
for realizing tho considerablo ibdebt^ 
cdnesB of that corporation.

There was a measure now 
before the House which would put
